Nordstrom reopens after shooting 


Official: Counselors will 
be on hand all week

Nordstrom just off of North Michigan Av- 
enue bore few signs Sunday of the fatal shoot- 
ing that had taken place less than 48 hours 
earlier amid a crowd of holiday shoppers. 

The luxury department store reopened for 
the first time since police say 31-year-old Mar- 
cus Dee shot his ex-girlfriend, Nadia Ezal- 
dein, there Friday night before killing himself 
in what police described as a domestic-related 
shooting. 

The store wasn’t packed; it wasn’t empty 
But a few small things stood out. 

Employees exchanged hugs in the first- 
floor accessories department. A large bouquet 
of flowers was displayed near the escalators on 
the first floor with a handwritten note to Ezal- 
dein and her family saying, “We will miss her.” 

“We just decided yesterday that it felt OK 
to open today” Nordstrom spokeswoman Tara 
Darrow said Sunday morning. “Sometimes 
coming back to work and being surrounded by 
co-workers helps with processing things.” 

Darrow said the decision to close the store 
was meant to “give our employees time to re- 


group and support each other and just out of 
respect of our employee’s family” 

Ezaldein, 22, was pronounced dead Satur- 
day afternoon after she had been put on life 
support. After an autopsy Sunday, the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office said she 
died of a gunshot wound to the forearm and 
head. She had been working at the store as a 
seasonal employee since Oct. 21, Darrow said. 

Ezaldein, who had attended the University 
of Chicago, had been stressed because of her 
inability to afford tuition, which resulted in 
her taking a seasonal Nordstrom job, her fam- 
ily members said Saturday 

Family members said Ezaldein was shot be- 
fore she could come home to a surprise birth- 
day dinner after her Black Friday shift. 

Through heavy sobs, Ezaldein’s sister, who 
asked not to be named, said Saturday she was 
in shock that her sister died “so young.” 

“She’s the smartest person I know,” the sis- 
ter said. “She didn’t deserve to die.” 

On Sunday, Darrow said the store did not 
have an estimate on how much it cost to close 
Saturday— the day after Black Friday— add- 
ing that she didn’t think the store “would pro- 
vide something like that.” 

‘At this point that’s just kind of been the 


least of our concerns,” she said, adding 
that three counselors were on site to 
talk to employees throughout the week. 
“Individually, we’ll work with employ- 
ees. If they need to adjust their sched- 
ule, we will deal with that.” 

Individual employees were not avail- 
able to speak to a reporter. 

Sylvie Hau, 48, who was visiting Chi- 
cago for the weekend, said she was sur- 
prised the store already was open again 
and that she “felt funny” about going 
inside even though she shops at Nord- 
strom “all the time.” 

“I guess business must go on,” Hau, 
of Connecticut, said on her way into 
the Shops at North Bridge mall, which 
houses the Nordstrom store at its west 
end. 

Chicago resident Paul Hurn said he 
wasn’t fazed by the shooting but felt bad 
for the woman’s family 

“It doesn’t concern me at all, oth- 
erwise I wouldn’t be here today” said 
Hurn, 45, who said he spent some time 
browsing at the store. “I’ve been in the 
South Side all my life, so I’m used to 
this.” 


Family: Nordstrom 
shooter had 
harassed victim

Family members of Nadia Ezaldein said Sat- 
urday her ex-boyfriend, Marcus Dee, had tor- 
mented their family in the year before he shot 
her and killed himself Friday at Nordstrom. 

According to a police report, Dee, 31, ap- 
proached Ezaldein at the department store 
off North Michigan Avenue, and they spoke. 
He took out a gun, and as Ezaldein walked 
away from him, he shot her before shooting 
himself in the head. He was pronounced dead 
at the scene about 10:25 p.m. Friday the re- 
port said. 

Police said they recovered a .45-caliber 
semi-automatic handgun. 

Ezaldein, 22, was pronounced dead Satur- 
day afternoon after she had been put on life 
support. 

She had begun dating Dee in August 2012 
after meeting him through her older sister’s 
roommate, family members said Saturday 
Dee physically abused her throughout the re- 
lationship and, in December 2013, he threat- 
ened her by inserting a handgun into her 
mouth, they said. The incident resulted in a 
hospital visit and Ezaldein ending the rela- 
tionship, they said. 

In the year since, Dee harassed the woman 
and her family by making threatening calls to 
her father and siblings, family members said. 
The victim changed her phone number three 
times as a result, they said. 

Ezaldein also considered requesting an or- 
der of protection but backed out when Dee 
threatened to kill himself if she went through 
with it, her family members said. 

They said she also was hesitant to report 
abuse or harassment because Dee’s parents 
are police officers. 

“She thought his parents could cover it up,” 
another sister of Ezaldein said. 

Law enforcement sources confirmed Dee’s 
parents are Chicago police officers. 

A woman who answered the door Saturday 
at an address associated with Dee answered 
“no” when asked if Dee lived at that address. 
She declined further comment. Neighbors 
said two police officers lived at that address. 

According to court records, Dee had pe- 
titioned to have a temporary restraining or- 
der issued against a relative of Ezaldein for 
stalking. That petition was denied by a Cook 
County judge last April, court records show. 

The day after Dee’s petition was denied, 
the relative of Ezaldein petitioned for a re- 
straining order against Dee but that too was 
denied, court records show

Homicides up on 116th 
Street, but Red Line plans 
could pave new way

Jason Draper and his wife Leonore, an anti-vio- 
lence activist, were at an April fundraiser to raise 
awareness about gun crime when he decided 
to duck out early to grab some food and head 
home to rest. Leonore stayed behind to chat 
with her college roommate. 

On his way out the door, Jason Draper gave 
his wife a kiss and said he’d see her later. But it 
was the last time the Drapers, college sweet- 
hearts married for seven years, would truly be 
together. 

As he ate his meal in the bedroom of their 
home at 116th and Laflin streets, Jason Draper 


heard a “pop, pop, pop” outside. 

Then a knock at the door. Something is 
wrong with your wife, a neighbor told Jason in 
a panic. There at the curb, his wife lay slumped 
over in her car with a bullet wound to the arm. 

“I thought she was going to make it,” said Ja- 
son Draper, 35. “I just sat {at the hospital} and 
waited.” 

Leonore Draper, 32 and a grants analyst for 
Chicago Public Schools, suffered a heart attack 
and died two hours later at Advocate Christ 
Medical Center in Oak Lawn, Jason Draper 
said. Her killer has never been charged. And 
Jason Draper says he hasn’t lived in their 116th 
Street home since. 

“I miss her every day” Draper told RedEye. “I 
talk to her every night [and tell her} ‘I love you 
and I am going to find out who killed you.’ ” 


Leonore Draper, who also wrote grants for 
an anti-violence organization in Chicago, died 
as a result of the violence she was fighting. Chi- 
cago police say she was an innocent bystander 
in a gang fight and was one of six people to die 
this year from gun violence in West Pullman on 
or near 116th Street, a mostly residential South 
Side road not known for killings, according to a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary police data as of 
Sunday afternoon. 

Her death was part of an uptick this year in 
homicides along a stretch of 116th Street— from 
Laflin Street to Michigan Avenue— in West 
Pullman, which Chicago police attribute to 
gang violence. While 116th Street has struggled 
this year, the rest of West Pullman has seen a 
drop in killings this year. 

Boarded-up homes and vacant lots with over- 


grown weeds have become symbols of econom- 
ic downturn, residents say but West Pullman 
may attract more commuter foot traffic if the 
CTA moves forward with its plan to add a Red 
Line stop at 116th Street and Michigan Avenue 
as part of a proposed Red Line extension from 
95th to 130th Street, a transit-starved area for 
decades. 

“We’re waiting on grocery stores, on retail 
stores. I would describe it as being abandoned. 
Some parts even look like a third-world coun- 
try” said Diane Latiker, who moved to 116th 
Street and Michigan Avenue nearly 30 years 
ago. ‘When you get past 115th {Street}, it’s like it 
stops. The economy stops. And then past 122nd 
{Street}, it picks up again because those are nice 
residential homes.”

The most recent homicide was Nov 16 when 
Dalon Mobley 30, was killed in the 11600 
block of South Racine Avenue. 

Larry Watson, the commander of the Chi- 
cago Police Fifth District, which covers West 
Pullman, said each of the 116th Street killings 
this year were tied to gangs but declined to 
give details because charges have not been 
filed in six of the seven homicides. 

A 2012 map of Chicago gangs from the 
Chicago Crime Commission, a public safety 
group, shows that 116th Street, from Michi- 
gan Avenue west to Interstate 57, is run by 
the Gangster Disciples. The Latin Kings rule 
116th Street east of Michigan Avenue. 

Watson said there is no link between the 
11 6th Street killings this year. 

“Realistically there’s no direct correlation 
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also tip their hats to those residents cooperat- 
ing with police investigating crime. 

In the Draper killing, Jason Draper is hop- 
ing someone will tell police who shot his wife. 

Jason, who suffers from multiple sclero- 
sis, has been staying in Morgan Park with his 
mother, who helps him get around. 

He is trying to sell his 116th Street home, 
where furniture he picked out with Leonore is 
now covered in sheets and their belongings sit 
in boxes. Jason said he plans to move to Oak 
Lawn because he heard it’s a “good area.” 

He had heard the same about West Pull- 
man when he moved there eight years ago. He 
said he never had a problem with crime there 
before this year, and never considered moving. 
Now he knows he cannot stay 

“My wife’s not here anymore. This is our 
home. It’s not the same,” Draper said. 
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Gang violence makes 
for noted mean streets

There are a few streets in Chicago that have 

earned a reputation for gun violence. 

Take 79th Street, for example. The street, 
a major artery that slices through the South 
Side communities of Auburn Gresham, Cha- 
tham, Greater Grand Crossing and South 
Chicago has seen six homicides this year, ac- 
cording to Chicago police data as of Sunday 
afternoon. 

A RedEye analysis of police data last year 
found the 600 block of East 79th Street in 
Greater Grand Crossing is one of the most 
dangerous blocks in Chicago with five homi- 
cides recorded from 2009-13. Police blame 
gang conflict for the ongoing violence. 

On the West Side, Hamlin Avenue (ap- 


proximately 3800 West) in Humboldt Park 
and Logan Square, from Iowa Street to Di- 
versey Avenue, logged four homicides so far 
this year, as of Sunday afternoon. Those areas 
are also having trouble with gangs, police said. 

Art Lurigio, a Loyola criminal justice pro- 
fessor, said homicides tend to be on major 
thoroughfares because they serve as dividing 
lines between gangs. Also, large streets typi- 
cally have more social activity with bars and 
restaurants so shooters may track their vic- 
tims to places that the victims typically visit, 
Lurigio said. 

“[The victims] are more readily accessible 
targets only because they’re more likely to be 
found” at spots they frequent, Lurigio said.

Fitness classes offered 
at Maggie Daley Park

In yet another sign that the much anticipated 
Maggie Daley Park will open soon, the Chi- 
cago Park District is set to offer fitness and 
other programs at the yet-to-be unveiled ren- 
ovated field house on the site. 

An ice skating ribbon at the downtown 
park— just east of Millennium Park— is 
scheduled to open in December and, ac- 
cording to the park district’s website, win- 
ter classes will be offered at the field house 
there early next year. 

Registration for winter programs— ranging 
from adult kickboxing to children’s crafts— 
begins Tuesday when Web registration is avail- 
able for all parks east of California Avenue, 
according to the park district. Internet regis- 
tration starts Monday for parks west of Cali-

Adults living in Chicago can pay $30 for 
11 sessions of weekly fitness classes at the 
fitness center, which start in January and go 
through March. Prices double for adults living 
outside of Chicago. 

The field house was closed during construc- 
tion of Maggie Daley Park and used as a con- 
struction office before it was overhauled. The 
renovation included repairs to the facade, 
new interior finishes, improvements to the 
bathrooms and locker rooms, reconfiguration 
of space inside the facility and replacement 
of the entry doors, heating, air conditioning, 
plumbing and electrical systems. 

Prices vary for the programs. The rest of 
the park is expected to be open by spring.
